Dickson versus Pape. 

Pleas in the Exchequer Chamber of the City of Dublin before the flight 
honourable EchvcLvd Eeunefo-ther^ Chief Justice of the Court of Queen s 
Bench ; the Right honourable John Doherty., Chief Justice of the Court of 
Common Bench ; the Right honourable Maziere Brady, Chief Baron of the 
Court of Exchequer ; the Honourable Charles Burton, the Honourable 
Philip Crumpton, and the Right honourable Leivis Perrin, the other three 
Justices of the Court of Queen’s Bench ; the Honourable Jlohert lori'cns, 
the Right honourable Nicholas Ball, and the Honourable Joseph Devonshire 
Jackson, the three other Justices of the Coui’t of Common Bench ; the 
Honourable Richard Pennefather, the Right honourable John Richards and 
the Right honourable lliomas Lcfroy, the three other Barons of the said 
Court of Exchequer ; on the Twelfth day of June, in the year of our Lord 
One thousand eight hundred and Forty-four. 

Afterwadds, to wit, on the said twelfth day of June, in the year of our Lord 
One thousand eight hundi’ed and Forty-four, comes into the said Court of 
Exchequer Chamber, as well the said Stephen Fox Dickson, by Henry Cunning- 
ham Kelly, Gentleman, his attorney, as the said George Pape, by Mark Anthony 
Saurin, his attorney ; and the said Stephen Fox Dickson thereupon says, that 
in the said record and proceedings, and in giving of the judgment aforesaid, there 
is manifest error in this, to wit, that by the record aforesaid it appears that the 
verdict aforesaid, in form aforesaid returned, was, by the judgment of the Court 
aforesaid, entered for the said George Pape against the said Stephen Fox Dickson ; 
Whereas by the law of the land the said verdict, according to the facts therein 
found and set forth, ought to have been returned for the said Stephen Fox 
Dickson agEiinst the said George Pape ; and there is also error in this, to wit, 
that by the record aforesaid it appears that the judgment aforesaid, in form 
aforesaid given, was given for the said George Pape against the said Stephen 
Fox Dickson j Whereas by the law of the land the said judgment ought to 
have been given for the said Stephen Fox Dickson against the said George Pape : 
And the said Stephen Fox Dickson prays that the judgment aforesaid, for the 
errors aforesaid and other errors in the record and proceedings aforesaid, may 
be reversed and annulled and altogether holden for nought, and Uiat he may be 
restored to all things which he had lost by occasion of the said judgment, and 
so forth ; and thereupon the said George Pape says that there is no error in the 
record and proceedings aforesaid, or in giving the judgment aforesaid, and he 
prays that the said Justices and Barons in the said Court of Exchequer Cham er 
may proceed to examine as well the record and proceedings aforesaid as the 
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matters aforesaid above assigned for error, and that the judgment aforesaid, in 
form aforesaid given, may be in all things affirmed, and so forth, but because the 
said Justices and Barons in the said Exchequer Chamber are not yet advised 
what judgment to give of and upon the premises, a day is given to the parties 
aforesaid, before the Justices and Barons in the said Court of Exchequer- 
Chamber', until the second day of November then next following, to hear the 
judgment thereon, for that the said Justices and Barons in the said Court of 
Exchequer Chamber are not yet advised thereof, and so forth ; at which day 
come the said parties, by their said attornies, into the said Court of Exchequer 
Chamber, but because the said Justices and Barons in the said Court of Exche- 
quer Chamber are not yet advised what judgment to give of and upon the pre- 
mises, a day is therefore given to the parties aforesaid, before the Justices and 
Barons in the said Court of Exchequer Chamber, until the eleventh day of 
January- then next following, to hear their judgment thereon, because the said 
Justices and Barons in the said Court of Exchequer Chamber are not yet 
advised thereof, and so forth ; at which said day come the said parties, by their 
said attornies, into the said Court of Exchequer Chamber, but because the said 
Justices and Barons in the said Court of Exchequer Chamber are not yet advised 
what judgment to give of and upon the premises, a day is therefore given to the 
said parties aforesaid, before the said Justices and Barons in the said Court of 
Exchequer Chamber, until the fifth day of February then next following, to hear 
their judgment thereon, because the said Justices and Barons in the said Court 
of Exchequer Chamber are not yet advised thereof, and so forth ; at which said 
day come the said parties, hy their said attornies, into the said Court of Exche- 
quer Chamber, but because the said Justices and Barons in the said Court of 
Exchequer Chamber are not yet advised what judgment to give of and upon the 
premises, a day is therefore given to the said parties aforesaid before the said 
Justices and Barons in the said Court of Exchequer Chamber, until the eighth 
day of February then next following, to hear their judgment thereon, because 
the said Justices and Barons in the said Court of Exchequer Chamber are not 
yet advised thereof, and so forth ; at which said day come into the said Court of 
Exchequer Chamber, as well the said Stephen Fox Dickson as the said George 
Pape, hy their said attornies, whereupon all and singular the premises being 
considered, and as well the record and proceedings aforesaid, and the judgment 
aforesaid thereon given, as also the causes for error severally above assigned as 
aforesaid, being by the said Court of Our said Lady The Queen in the said 
Exchequer Chamber here diligently examined and fully understood, it appears 
to the said Court of Our said Lady The Queen here, that there is manifest error 
in the record and proceedings aforesaid, and in giving the judgment aforesaid : 
Therefore it is considered by the said Court of Exchequer Chamber here, that 
the judgment aforesaid, for the errors aforesaid, and for other errors in the said 
record and proceedings being, be reversed, annulled and altogether holden for 
nought : And it is further considered by the said Court of Exchequer Cham- 
ber here, that the said George Pape did undertake and promise in manner and 
form as the said Stephen Fox Dickson hath above thereof complained against 
him, and that the said Stephen Fox Dickson do recover against the said George 
Pape the sum of Three pounds Six shillings and One halfpenny, as and for his 
damages, on occasion of the not performing the said promises and undertaking, 
together with the said costs and charges by the jurors aforesaid, in form afore- 
said, in that behalf assessed, and also the further coats and charges by him about 
his suit in the said Court of Exchequer expended by the said Court of Exchequer 
Chamber now here adjudged to the said plaintiff, and with his assent, according 
to the form of the statute in such case made and provided, and that he the said 
Stephen Fox Dickson do have execution thereof, and the said defendant is in 
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mercy, and so forth: Wherefore the said transcript of the record and proceed! ngs 
aforesaid are remitted by the said Justices and Barons in their said Exchequer 
Chamber to the Court of Our Lady The Queen, before the Barons of Her 
Exchequer, according to the form of the statute in such case made and provided, 
in order that the said Stephen Fox Dickson may have execution thereupon, and 
so forth.
